veryone continues 
through the healing pro- 
cess together. 
The California State 
University, Long Beach community 
is still in a state of shock after the 
murder of one of its own in the Paris 
terror attacks on Nov. 13. 

Thousands of saddened 49ers, 
past and present, gathered on cam- 
pus on Nov. 15 to celebrate the life 
of Nohemi Gonzalez, an industrial 
design student, at a candlelight vig- 
il. The horrific circumstances of her 
death, halfway around the world by 
the bullets of terrorists, were not lost 
on the large crowd of mourners hud- 
dled together to keep warm. 

After an emotional service held 
in the University Student Union, 
which included speeches from Con- 
sul General of France Christophe 
Lemoine and CSU Chancellor Tim- 
othy White, Noehmi’s family made 
their way outside to the choir stage, 
walking through the packed gather- 
ing of candlelit faces. 

Students looked into the eyes of 
grief-stricken loved ones as they 
passed by, visibly shaken, and cried. 
As the university choir began to 
sing. the sense of unity became ap- 
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The Long Beach State women’s volleyball team ended the season by dominating its last five opponents, not allowing them to 
win a single set. However, it wasn’t enough as the 49ers were not invited to the 2015 NCAA Tournament. LBSU will have to 
wait until next year for another shot at a fourth national title. Story on page 8. 


Angelenos join 175 countries in Global Climate March 


Los Angeles held one 
of the nearly 2,300 
marches worldwide 
in support of the 
Paris climate talks.

Hundreds of Southern California 
residents from North Hollywood to 
Long Beach joined the movement to 
push for comprehensive global and 
local legislations to regulate practices 


affecting the environment such as 
fracking and gas emissions.. 

Residents gathered at the Los 
Angeles City Hall to support the 
Global Climate March movement in 
conjunction with the COP21 United 
Nations climate change conference 
in Paris. 

The Global Climate March 
movement was led by the worldwide 
organization 350, which focuses on 
advocating for climate justice and 
protection of the environment for a 
better future. According to 350, there 
were 175 countries in participation 
and 2,300 marches taking place to 
influence leaders at COP21. 

“T think this march is really 
important as the Paris negotiations 
can possibly lead to a crucial global 


climate treaty,” said Jeff Lassanske, 
member of the SoCal 350 coalition. “T 
have some optimism, but our leaders 
have to see a global mobilization of 
people advocating for climate change 
and it gives leaders who want a stron- 
ger climate treaty more leverage.” 
While 350 is a global movement, 
Angelenos had their own demands 
for the Eric Garcetti and Jerry 
Brown administrations, including a 
decreased dependency on natural gas, 
and an increase in renewable energy 
alternatives and water conservation in 
the midst of California's drought. 
Gov. Jerry Brown is currently in 
Paris at COP21 alongside 190 world

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‘It was mass chaos: Gunman named in deadly 
assault on Colorado Planned Parenthood clinic 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.— 
Just before noon Friday in this city 
nestled along Colorado's Front Range, 
a shooter carried a long gun and sey- 
eral mysterious items into a Planned 
Parenthood clinic and opened fire. 
When a suspect surrendered an hour 
after sunset, three people were dead, 
including a police officer, and nine 
others injured. 

A phalanx of first responders ar- 
rived from the Colorado Springs Po- 
lice Department and surrounding 
agencies, including the nearby police 
department at University of Colorado 
at Colorado Springs. They fanned out 
through the area, screaming at motor- 
ists to pull over and take shelter, and 
ordering grocery shoppers at the King 
Soopers, just feet from the Planned 
Parenthood, to stay inside. 

Shelley Satulla was driving her 
mother and two young children to 
the store, located in a strip mall with 
a handful of open businesses where 
patrons gathered the day after Thanks- 
giving, when police ordered her to pull 
over. 

“T didn’t know what to think. It was 
mass chaos,’ Satulla said in an inter- 
view. “It was crazy. They were yelling, 
‘Shelter in place! shelter in place!” 

Police officers were able to monitor 
the situation inside via security cam- 
eras throughout the building. Even 
so, much was unknown for hours. 
Though many people escaped the 
Planned Parenthood office — shiver- 
ing in freezing weather because they 
had fled without their coats — police 
were not certain whether the gunman 
had any hostages. 

Directing from a command post 2 
miles away, Colorado Springs police 
sent their officers to a location near 
the shooter, who had cornered himself 
in a room. He fired on the officers and 
they fired back. For a time, the shooter 
would not answer police, responding 
only with gunfire. 

Police were concerned that the 
items the shooter took inside might 
be explosives, and that a direct assault 
on him could prompt him to detonate

them, said Colorado Springs Police 
Department spokeswoman Catherine 
Buckley. 

Thus ensued a prolonged standoff. 
Police apprised a growing cadre of re- 
porters of a list of casualties that began 
at four and became five, then eight, 
and finally 12. : 

The shooting continued through 
the afternoon as fat, wet snow covered. 
lampposts and cars, until police finally 
got a verbal response from the suspect 
around 6 p.m. 

“The officers were able to shout at 
the suspect and make contact with 
him, and they were able to get him to 
surrender,’ Buckley said. “Our officers 
acted with untold valor to make sure 
that individuals were safely taken out 
of the Planned Parenthood”? 

For Colorado residents, the day’s 
events were horrible, and all too fa- 
miliar. 


Follow the Daily 49er on: 
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This is the state where 12 students 
and a teacher were gunned down at 
Columbine High School in 1999. After 
the mass shooting at an Aurora mov- 
ie theater in 2012 left 12 dead and 70 
injured, Colorado lawmakers passed 
stricter gun laws, including a ban on 
ammunition magazines of more than 
15 rounds and background checks 
on all gun sales and transfers. How 
the gunman obtained his weapon, or 
weapons, is not yet known. 

At a briefs news conference Friday 
night, Colorado Springs Police Chief 
Peter Carey focused on the lives lost 
and those touched by the violence. 

“We're still trying to figure out what 
happened — who our victims are,’ 
Carey said. 

Then, his voice cracking, he said, “I 
have some hurt police officers.” 

City officials commended the pa- 
tience and bravery of responding of-

leaders advocating for climate change 
action and presenting California as a 
prime example of gas emission re- 
duction. According to the California 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
emissions have dropped 7 percent 
since 2004. 

“As far as policy is concerned, I'm 
not very happy about what they have 
been doing,” said Iris Lovelace, en- 
vironmental activist and Signal Hill 
resident. “They say they're doing one 
thing but then you see someone like 
Garcetti who went from 20 percent 
to 40 percent natural gas demand. 
Instead of decreasing, he wants to 


increase it and that’s his version of 


changing to clean energy.” 


Locally, Lovelace is also part of 


various organizations such as Stop 
Fracking Long Beach to raise aware- 
ness about the environmental im- 
pacts of fracking on their communi- 
ties and push for legislation. 

“If you know Signal Hill, you 
know there are oil wells all over the 
place” Lovelace said. “Stop Fracking 
Long Beach is doing a good job try- 
ing to bring it to the attention of the 
community and we're having lobby 


ficers. 

“While it’s a terrible, terrible trag- 
edy, the way the police handled this 
kept it from being an even worse trag- 
edy,’ said Colorado Springs Mayor 
John Suthers. 

The slain officer was identified Fri- 
day night as Garrett Swasey, 44,-a-six- 
year veteran with the police depart- 
ment at the University of Colorado at 
Colorado Springs. 

“UCCS officers are sworn, 
state-certified police officers. Officer 
Swasey was on duty at the campus 
and responded in support of Colora- 
do Springs Police,” said Pam Shockley 
Zalabak, university chancellor, in a 
statement. 

“Tt is with great sadness that I share 
that the tragic events today at the offic- 
es of Planned Parenthood in Colorado 
Springs have touched the campus of 
the University of Colorado Colorado 


Springs,’ she said. 

The suspect was identified as Rob- 
ert Lewis Dear, according to the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

Violence against Planned Parent- 
hood clinics has waned since a spate of 
shootings in the mid-1990s, though it 
was unclear Friday afternoon whether 
the shooter targeted the location be- 
cause of the clinic. 

Before the suspect surrendered, 
Vicki Cowart, president and chief ex- 
ecutive of Planned Parenthood Rocky 
Mountains, released a statement 
noting that the motives were not yet 
known, but, she added, “we share the 
concerns of many Americans that ex- 
tremists are creating a poisonous en- 
vironment that feeds domestic terror- 
ism in this country. We will never back 
away from providing care in a safe, 
supportive environment that millions 
of people rely on and trust.” 

Planned Parenthood has been at the 
center of a heated national debate that 
supporters said threatened its very ex- 
istence after a secretly recorded video 
emerged this summer, showing execu- 
tives talking about the donation of fe- 
tal tissue from abortions for research._ 
Cecile Richards, president of Planned 
Parenthood, has denied any wrongdo- 
ing by the organization. 

In September, the U.S. House voted 
to strip federal funding from the or- 
ganization. In October, Planned Par- 
enthood announced it would contin- 
ue harvesting fetal tissue for medical 
research but would-no longer:accept 
payment to cover its related expenses. 

The incident on Friday was the city’s 
second public shooting since Hallow- 
een, when a man armed with a rifle 
and a handgun walked the streets of 
downtown Colorado Springs before 
fatally shooting a bicyclist and two 
women on the porch of a sober-liv- 
ing facility. Noah Harpham, the gun- 
man in that incident, was killed in a 
shootout with police.

meetings with city council mem- 
bers to educate them because its like

Before the march, leaders from 
organizations such as California 
Against Fracking and SoCal 350 co- 
alition took the stage to rally Ange- 
linos to join the cause against fossil 
fuels and advocate for renewable 
energy. 


Supporters of presidential can- 
didate Bernie Sanders were prom- 
inently present in the crowd, as he's 
claimed to be the only candidate 
fully advocating for climate change 
reform, unlike his opponents Hillary 
Clinton and Ben Carson. 

The COP21 conference will con- 
tinue until Dec. 11 as leaders attempt 
to reach an agreement to keep global 
warming under 2 degrees Celsius.

The Long Beach State women’s volleyball 
team ended a season plagued with injuries 
in dominant fashion after picking up clean 
sweeps in the final five matches of the year. 

The 49ers (25-6, 13-3) have not lost a set 
since their 3-1 loss to Hawaii on Nov. 6. 

LBSU closed out conference play last week 
after matching up against rival Cal State ” 
Fullerton and UC Riverside on Nov. 20 and 
21, respectively. The 49ers swept the Titans 
at home before taking down the Highlanders, 
3-0, in Riverside. 

On Friday, the 49ers honored four departing 
seniors, middle blocker Hayley Benson, setter 
Jenelle Hudson, libero Lindsey Lawmaster and 
middle blocker Tiara Wallace, before the 3-0 
win against Pacific University. 

Hudson totaled 28 assists in the win against 
the Tigers, leading her team to a .255 hitting 
percentage on the night. Lawmaster finished 
the night with five digs and Benson slammed 
down three kills. 

In the final match of the season, LBSU dom- 
inated the University of Denver in another 3-0 
win on Saturday. The 49ers hit for .417 percent 
on the night, just the second time this season 
LBSU has reached .400 percent. 

Sophomore middle blocker Ashley Murray 
led the 49ers in kills finishing with 11 on just

49ers start the 
season 5-1 for the 
second straight year.

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team defeated Northern Arizona, 
69-48, on Friday then squeezed past 


Northern State, 60-59, on Saturday at the 
Pan American Center in New Mexico. 

Five different 49ers finished the 
game against the Lumberjacks (1-3) in 
double-digits. Junior guard Anna Kim 
and sophomore Cecily Wilson each had a 
team-high 11 points. 

Junior Jewelyn Sawyer, sophomore 
Jessica Gertz and freshman Chanterria 
Jackson each added 10 points. 

LBSU’s defense disrupted Northern 
Arizona's rhythm, as it forced 26 turnovers 
and converted 22 points off of them. 

The 49ers led the entire game, getting 


out to a quick 9-0 lead in the first quarter. 
Although the Lumberjacks chipped away 
at LBSU’s advantage, the 49ers closed out 
the quarter on an 8-2 run and led 17-9. 

But, in the second, Northern Arizo- 
na cut LBSU’s lead to 19-18 with five 
minutes left in the first half, but the 49ers 
then went on a 14-3 run and led 35-24 at 
halftime. 

LBSU’s momentum continued at the 
start of the second half. A pair of Sawyer 
layups helped the 49ers ignite a 17-6 run 
in the third quarter, which extended its 
lead to 52-30. LBSU led by at least 20 
points for the remainder of the game. 

On Saturday, the 49ers (6-1) had their 
backs against the wall down by nine 
points with 4:20 left to play. 

In the next two minutes, LBSU cut the 
deficit to one point after junior guard 
Raven Benton drained a three pointer. 

The Demons (3-4) answered back with 
a couple of free throws, but LBSU’s late 
run resulted in them scoring 12 of the 
game’s last 14 points. Junior forward Mad- 
ison Montgomery capped off the run by 
grabbing a steal with 30 seconds remain- 
ing and then scored the game-winning 
layup with 10 seconds left in the game. 

Although the Demons managed to get 
two shots off, neither went in. 

Montgomery had her best shooting 
performance of the early season, making 
seven of her 10 attempts. Sawyer managed 
to pick up a double-double with 11 points 
and 10 rebounds; she also dished out four 
assists and grabbed three steals.

The 49ers miss out on the 
NCAA Tournament after 
another 20-win season.

The NCAA announced the 64 teams that will participate 
in the national tournament on Sunday and the Long Beach 
State womens volleyball team didn't find itself among the 
contestants. 

Head coach Brian Gimmnillaro said after LBSU’s win 
against Fullerton on Noy. 20 that it would take wins against 
UC Riverside, University of Pacific and Denver to have 
even a chance at the tournament, but the prospect wasn't 
good. 

“(University of Pacific] is a high RPI (Rating Percentage 
Index) team,’ Gimmillaro said. “[We play them] just before 
the NCAA committee meets. We need some wins against 
some better teams. That's all.” 

LBSU made the tournament 25 straight times from 
1987-2011, but since then the 49ers have only made it to 
the big dance once; last season a 16-0 conference record 
helped them claim the Big West title, also for the first time 
since 2011. 

~LBSU has made it to the NCAA Regionals 13 times. 
They've made it out of regionals and into the final four 
eight times and won the national championship three times 
in 1989, 1993 and 1998. 

The 49ers compiled a 25-6 overall record highlighted by 
some notable wins against Harvard, San Diego and Loyola 
Marymount, all three are tournament teams this year. 
LBSU also defeated Alabama and Duke, both of which 
were tournament teams in 2014. 

LBSU will retain the majority of its team. The most 
glaring loss will be the absence of 2014 Big West Player of 
the Year Jenelle Hudson. 


double figures, while Faust led 
LBSU as the only player in double 
digits. Faust had 13 points on a 3-6 
shooting night from beyond the 
arc; the Maryland transfer shot 4-10 
overall. 

The 49ers then suffered a narrow 
82-77 loss against Oklahoma State 
in a consolation game on Nov. 22. 
LBSU managed to build a 63-61 lead 
with 9:15 to go, but the Cowboys 
were able to pull away and hold on 
for the five-point win. 

Five 49ers scored in double fig- 
ures, Faust led all scorers again with 
15 points on 6-13 shooting. 

LBSU finished the Charleston 
Classic 1-2 then lost a chance to 
break even on the road trip ina 
non-bracketed rematch with the 
Cowboys on Friday in Stillwater, 
Oklahoma. F 

Oklahoma State held off the 
49ers for a 79-73 win. LBSU cut 
the Cowboy lead to four with 32 
seconds to go, but the comeback fell 


ing in the 2015 Gildan Charleston 
Classic where they defeated Seton 
Hall 80-77 on Noy. 19 behind senior 
guard Nick Faust’s 16 points on 6-15 
shooting from the field and 4-7 
from behind the three point line. 

Junior forward Travis Hammonds 
added 14 points and sophomore 
forward Roschon Prince scored 12. 

The win meant LBSU would 
move on to a matchup with then 
No. 6 Virginia in the semifinals 
on Noy. 20. There the Cavaliers 
thumped the 49ers 87-52 to advance 
to the championship game. 

Five Virginia players scored in 


short after a missed three pointer by 
freshman guard Noah Blackwell and 
four straight made free throws by 
Cowboys guard Jeff Newberry. 
Senior guard A.J. Spencer led all 
LBSU scorers with 16 points while 
Faust added another 15; bringing 
his average to 13.8 points per game.
